The 
lights appeared to be six or 
eight miles away, but it is diffi-

to determine distances 


through these night scopes, and 
helicopters reported over or 
south of the demilitarized zone 
actually could have been flying 
north of the zone. 


On the Saigon war front,

The city's Board of Directors

Sexton, a Fort Smith attorney 
representing the workers, 


But Mrs. Jeanie lambie of 


Little Rock, president of Coun- 
cil 38 of the American Federa- 
tion of State, County and Muni- 
cipla Employes AFL-CIO, urged 
workers to turn down Kim- 
brough's suggestion. The work- 
ers did. 


Picket lines went up at the 


city dump, city cemetery, cen- 
tral maintenance shop, water 
department offices and street 
sanitation shop. 


"City of Fort Smith refuses 


to bargain on wages, hours, 
working conditions," said signs 
carried by pickets. 


Terming the situation "un- 


fortunate," City Administrator 
Jack Shelley said all city serv- 
ices were being maintained, ex- 
cept sanitation. 


Police were posted at the city 


dump to protect residents who 
wished to dump their garbage 
or trash, city officials reported. 


Shelley said the city was con- 


sidering designating certain lots 
in the city as points where 
garbage and trash could be 
taken. 


The dispute flared Wednesday 


when Shelley terminated the 
employment of about 30 sanita- 
tion workers. The workers had 
walked out of a meeting of em- 
ployes with Shelley and other 
city officials. 


Shelley then issued an order 


demanding that the workers re- 
turn to their jobs by 1 p.m. 
Thursday or be fired, and about 
200 of the city's 250 nonpublic 
safety workers stayed on strike. 


The workers demand that the 


.city recognize the union as their 
bargaining representative, that 
union representation be allowed 
during contract talks, and that 
the city deduct from workers' 
paychecks their union dues. 
Fulbright Foe 
Wants Vigorous 
War Reaction

The United States should "re- 


act with vigor" to the Viet 
Cong rocket attacks on Saigon, 
a U. S. Senate candidate said 
Thursday night. 


The statement came from 


Foster Johnson, who opposes 
Sen. J. William Fulbright in his 
bid for renomlnation. 


In a prepared 
statement, 


Johnson said, "As long as we 
permit the Reds to unleash this 
sort of punishment without re- 
sponding in kind, I feel that the 
United States and the South 
Vietnamese 
will undoubtedly 


lose ground to Hanoi." 


He criticized President John- 


son for standing by his March 
31 order which excluded from 
American bombing raids 78 per 
cent of North Vietnam's terri- 
tory and 90 per cent of the 
North Vietnamese population. 


Johnson's statement, indicat- 


ing a determination to press the 
war vigorously, is in contrast 
with Fulbright1 s own opposition 
to U.S. involvement in the 
Southeast Asian nation, 


Calling the rocketing of Sai- 


gon a Communist move to ter- 
rorize 
tne south Vietnamese 


population, Johnson said, "The 
failure of the United States to 
react with some vigor seems to 
be a sign to our Asian allies 
that America may be on the 
verge 
of 
throwing in 
the 


sponge," 


He said "our Asian allies feel 


nothing but gloom" over the 
peace talks in Paris, no matter 
how sincere American negotia- 
tors may be in their efforts to 
win a realistic settlment of the 
warm. 


Fulbright has an open house 


scheduled for the Hotel Marlon 
in Little Rock Sunday. 


In the area of political com* 


ment, one of the senator's lat- 
est remarks is in the July issue 
of Playboy Magazine. Fulbright 
says in the magazine that the 
United States is failing to win 
the war in Vietnam, both psy- 
chologically and militarily. 


On the congressional front, 


Democrat Lee Ward of Jones- 
bore, seeking the party's nom- 
ination la the 1st District, culled 
the Vietnam war and all Ameri-

essential" to national defense. 


"ft is long past time to bring

recently dropped his Illinois fa- 
vorite son status opening the 
way for much of the state's big 
58-vote delegation to back the 
former vice president. 


Hatfield, Baker and Percy are 


all considered possible running 
mates if Nixon holds his present 
lead over New York Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller and captures 
the GOP nomination at Miami 
Beach in August. 


Similarly, Govs. Epiro T. Ag- 


new of Maryland and John A. 
Volpe of Massachusetts have re- 
ceived indications from the Nix- 
on forces they are prime vice 
presidential material and are 
leaning more and more toward 
Nixon.

Runaway 
locomotive 
Goes 98Miles 
KINSLEY; Kan, CAP) * A 


maverick locomotive started by 
a mysterious malfunction took 
off without its engineer and ca* 
reened 98 miles through the 
Kansas countryside Thursday, 
leading a Keystone Kops chase 
by deputies, police and specta- 
tors. 


The two-unit diesel Santa Fe 


locomotive, which averaged a 
better than mile-a-minute clip 
during its 84«oinute ride, was 
purposely derailed near Kinsley 
to end its unscheduled excur- 
sion. 


During its run highway patrol- 


men, 
sheriff's deputies and po- 


lice raced against time as they 
tried to block crossings ahead of 
the wild runaway that sped 
through nine towns at speeds up 
to 90 miles an hour. 


No one was hurt but there 


were several narrow escapes. 
Along the route officers had to 
contend with crowds of sight- 
seers who flocked to the tracks 
for a glimpse of the speeding 
maverick. 


The engine nearly hit a 


pedestrian and several automo- 
biles at street crossings. 


J. R. Fitzgerald, division su- 


perintendent, promised a thor- 
ough investigation. 


It all began about 4 p.m. when 


the locomotive, freshly serviced 
and with its engine idling, quiet- 
ly rolled off a roundhouse spur 
at Hutchinson onto the branch 
line that sweeps along the Ar- 
kansas River. 


Apparently something went 


wrong with the "dead man's 
throttle"—'designed to prevent 
the unit from moving unless a 
man's hand is applying pressure 
on the lever. Suddenly the train 
started moving. 


Picking up speed on its way 


out of Hutchinson, the engine 
nearly hit one pedestrian and 
several automobiles at street 
crossings. 


On the western edge of town, 


Harold Grain, a track supervi- 
sor from division headquarters 
at Newton, was operating a 
torized handcar as he inspected" 
the track. 


Suddenly he looked up to see 


the locomotive charging at him. 


"I lifted one end of my car off 


the tracks, but I could see there 
wasn't time to finish it, so I just 
stepped back and waved it good-

Commission on tne causes and 
Prevention of Violence, 


The commission might be 


able to fulfill a mission long rec- 
ommended by certain responsi- 
ble 
leaders: 
to 
determine 


whether portrayed violence In- 
duces violent behavior, There 
are two schools of thought on 
this matter: 


1. Some argue that by viewing 


dramatized 
violence, 
human 


beings get rid of their repressed 
emotions. This theory was ex- 
pressed by Aristotle, who de- 
clared that art could function as 
a catharsis so that tragedy 
"through pity and fear, effects 
the proper purgation" of de- 
structive emotions. 


2. Others believe that repeat- 


ed exposure of impressionable 
minds to sadistic and criminal 
behavior on th screen is bound 
to result in Imitative action. 


The latter concern was con- 


siderably Increased with the ad- 
vent of television. Nowadays 
youngsters 
are 
exposed to 


dramatized violence before they 
are even able to talk or to read. 


Many social observers have 


viewed with special alarm the 
Saturday morning shows aimed 
at the very young audience. The

AAU. 


The USTFF and its powerful 


parent, the National Collegiate

compromise 


settlement earlier this year that 
would have left the AAU with 
supremacy in setting the stand- 
ards for track meets. 


Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, D- 


Wash., chairman of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, threat- 
ened immediately to write the 
suggested settlement into law 
and force the colleges to accept 
it. 


Although Magnuson had aides 


prepare a bill to do just that, 
the measure has never been in- 
troduced, and Senators on the 
committee lined up at a closed 
session Thursday in favor of the 
super group instead.

DUARTE, Calif. (AP) - A 


long-sought clue to how the body 
recognizes and fights invaders 
—with potential value in the 
field of cancer and organ trans- 
plants—has been found in re* 
search at the City of Hope Medi- 
cal Center, 


Dr. Riojun Kinosita, director 


emeritus of experimental pa- 
thology at the center, found the 
clue in working with macro- 
phages, a type of white cell in 
the blood stream. 


"We have learned that mac- 


rophages trap and analyze dis- 
ease-causing material Invading 
the body, then send instructions 
to another type of white cells, 
the lymphocytes, to multiply 
and make antibodies specifical- 
ly designed to destroy the invad- 
er," Kinosita says.

Q—I am a housewife. In 


about 10 weeks I have lost 
over 75 per cent of my hair. 
I have been treated with corti- 
sone, thyroid, vitamin shots 
and nerve pills but to no avail. 
What is the cause and what do 
you recommend? 


A—Your hair is constantly 


coming out and growing back 
in. These two processes bal- 
ance each other in most wom- 
en until after the menopause, 
unless the condition is alopecia 
areata. In the latter disease, 
which may 
affect 
younger 


women, the hair comes out 
in patches. The cause of this 
disease is not known. 


Using a nylon 
hairbrush 


with sharp bristles and using 
rollers or a hair style that 
tugs at the hair roots will 
cause a loss of hair. Some 
bleaches make the hair brittle 
and add to the problem. Other 
causes of temporary hair loss 
include high fever and child- 
birth. 


The drugs you have been 


using sometimes help but the 
results can't be guaranteed. 
Since there is no specific cure 
for baldness, the best treat- 
ment is to minimize your ex- 
posure to all the p o s s i b l e 
causes. Brush your hair gently 
with a soft brush and shampoo 
regularly with a nonirritating

nance Minister Nlcolaas Dieder* 
ichs announced today that South 
Africa will resume gold ship- 
ments abroad. 


He said In a press statement 


the government has agreed to 
make available 19 million In 
gold to the International Mone- 
tary Fund for France, and $23 
million to the fund for Britain, 
resulting In a fall in Eouth Afri- 
can gold reserves held outside 
the country. The reserves will 
have to be replenished through 
resumed gold shipments, the 
minister said. 


Diederichs gave no indication 


how or when his government 
would resume overseas selling 
of its newly mined gold, about 
75 per cent of the non-Commu- 
nist world's output. 


South Africa "reserved its 


right" to act after announce- 
ment of the two-tier price sys- 
tem for gold. Diederichs and 
Prime Minister Balthazar J. 
Vorster criticized the two-tier 
system as a temporary gim- 
mick and appealed for an in- 
crease in the official pegged 
price of $35 an ounce as the only 
realistic solution to internation- 
al monetary problems. 


South Africa's gold and for- 


eign exchange reserves are at a 
record high, and it has no 
immediate need to sell gold for 
foreign exchange. But gold com- 
prises 35 per cent of the value of 
South African exports normally 
and cannot be stockpiled forev- 
er.

Johnson has said he will sign 


the bill, which was In the Senate 
for action today, although he op- 
poses Its provision for a manda- 
tory $6 billion cut In federal 
spending. 


The House passed the meas- 


ure Thursday night 268-150. 


Its key provisions originally 


were adopted in the Senate 53-35 
April 2 as an amendment to a 
House bill. 


Johnson has said spending 


restrictions may force cutbacks 
in federal programs he consid- 
ers already at rock-bottom lev- 
els. 


The surcharge is retroactive 


for individuals to April 1 and for 
corporations to Jan. 1. It is 
scheduled to expire June 30 next 
year unless the new administra- 
tion and Congress decide to ex- 
tend it. 


The increase, to go into effect 


15 days after presidential ap- 
proval, will apply to all individ- 
uals except those at the bottom 
of the scale—single persons with 
$1,000 or less of taxable income 
and couples with $2,000orless. 


The surcharge, along with 


other tax provisions in the bill, 
will bring in an estimated $15.5 
billion in extra revenue to help 
improve the government's dis- 
mal fiscal picture in the next 
year. 


The measure also includes a 


variety of other provisions re- 
tained by Senate-House conf- 
erees out of a wide-ranging ser- 
ies of riders tacked onto the leg- 
islation in the Senate.
